OLD LONDON BRIDGE. 


It Linked the Twelfth Century With 


,.

the Eighteenth. 


For centuries old London bridge, 


with'Its double row of houses, was the 
home of generations who lived aud 
traded over the Thames waters. 


Holbein lived and painted there. Os 


borne, the prentice lad,'leaped1 through 
a window..in the bouse of his maslcr. 
Sir "William H,ewet, to. the rescue of 
Sir 'William's.daughter, who had fallen 
into the swollen flood of the river be- 
low, and by winning her for his wife 
laid the foundation of the ducal house 
of Leeds. Crispin. Tucker bad his shop 
on the bridge, to which Pope and 
Swift and many another author of 
fame made pilgrimages to purcluise 
books . and gossip with the waggish 
shopkeeper. Crocker's Dictionary was 
printed "at the Looking Glass on Lon- 
don bridge." and gigantic corn mills 
dominated the south end of the struc- 
ture, not many yards from the wonder- 
ful/ Nonsuch House, a* huge wooden 
pile with'turrets nnd cupolas brought 
from Holland.'

bridge which linked the twelfth with 
the eighteenth century and which 
when it was on 'its last tottering legs 
was removed to give place to its line 
successor of our dny, the stone in 
which is said to be "nearly double 
that employed In building St Paul's 
cathedral."—Montreal Standard.

Into custody here. 


Nq trace was found of the pair froni 


the time- they broke out of the Dan- 
vers'asylum between 2 arid 4 o'clock 
yesterday'mOrriing until Valway was 
recognized here late last evening by 
Officer Wood from; the description ot 
him sent out at roll call: 
. • 


Officer Wood found Valway alone 


near the .transfer statlop on Elm street 
about 9 o'clock,] and at once arrested 
him on suspicion. When taken to the 
station house, however, the young 
man gave such a plausible story that 
the police cable: very near releasing 
him.* But for the arrival of Wood at. this 
moment with .Van,, Buskirk, Valway 
might, have'convinced the officers of 
the truth of his story, so carefully 
had he prepared It. 
, 


Wood, b&lleving that he had,not 


been mistaken In thinking Valwny the 
escaped. l\inatlc, returned to the Elm 
street traVisfer station to look for Val- 
way's companion while the other offi- 
cers were questioning him. 
Scarce- 


ly had hn reached the place where he 
had founr Valway when he saw Van 
Busklrk standing on the sidewalk. He 
put him under arrest, the boy making 
no attempt to resist. 


Van Buskirk's youth and .size, to- 


gether with the peculiar birthmark, 
.resembling a pig's foot, on his cheek, 
made ..his captor practically certain 
lhat he had bagged the man he was 
looking for, and when closer examina- 
tion revealed the fact that the Index 
finger on the boy's right hand was 
missing doubt was no longer possible. 
The patrolman took him to the sta- 
tion house, .where Valway was still 
arguing with,the officers, , 


When Van 
Busklrk entered 
the 


room Valway began to laugh, and the 
police then knew that they/had found 
the right man. 


The men -refused to give any ac- 


count of their actions during the day. 
Van Busklrk, in particular, was ex- 
tremely reticent, and 
confined 
his 


conversation to the admission' that he 
was the person they were seeking. 
The young men were returned to the 
asylum this morning.

with which Van Buskirk and Valway 
slipped through the meshes

drag-net laid for them. 


Van Busklrk has been an inmate ol 


the banvers hospital for more than a 
year, entering It shortly after he was

Catherine Gray, an aged Lawrence 
shopkeeper, 
In January. 1909. He 


Is looked upon as extremely dangerous 
In spite of his youth. 


Valway is six feet tall and very 


awkward in his appearance.

lieve that the escape..had been planned

The two made" their way from the 


watch ward, In which they .were con- 
flried, 'to an elevator, in the rear ot 
the building.

Tufts:college trustees .have voted 


that, beginning with the college year 
in,therfall, a separate institution will 
be maintained'for: the women students 
under'the-name of Jacksou college. 


"In hjs announcement, 
President 


Hamilton..of Tufts said: 
"Co-educa- 


tion at Tufts did not prove a success. 
It seemed to have a distinct tendency 
to impede the growth of the college. 
After a great d»"l of informal discus- 
Bjon at the-raeetlng.of the trustees in 
October, a committee was appointed 
to take the matter, under advisement. 
The committee, after long and care- 
ful consideration and 
investigation, 


unanimously expressed itself in favor, 
of the change. It may be interesting 
to know that the committee was or- 
iginally made up of three men'who 
were:'in favor of co-education and' 
two .which were opposed to it." 


The committee i gives many reasons 


for-the change, the principal ones be- 
ing: "In a few studies, the delicacy 
of treating fully a subject where1 both 
men and lyomen were present in the 
class was'verys apparent. This invar- 
iably^ different Viewpoint (due to the 
different In sex), from which men and 
women approached nearly all of the 
suhjfccts, and the difficulty, in the 
hour of recitation, of' properly pre- 
senting the subject to the 'cbrapra- 
hensiAri of both sexes. 
A .natural 


diffidence on the part of both sexes 
to 'enter, during the recitation, intd 
any argument with the other sex ov- 
er, any subject', under 
consideration.

• LARENCE B. BURLEIGH DEAD 


eader in Maine Affairs, Passes Away 


at Augusta. 


Augusta, Me., May 4.—Clarence B. 
urleigh, aged forty-five, son of Con- 
ressman B. C. Burleigh, a newspaper 
roprietor and long prominent in po- 
tical and civic affairs, died suddenly 
ilonday night at his home, following 
n attack of acute indigestion of only 
hree hours.
